Gooding today received official no-
tice, as is required by law, from udge
Fremont Wood of the sentence of
Harry Orchard, the self-confessed
murdercr of CX-thVl'l'nﬂf -Slcl’ﬁfﬂ‘
berg. Judge Wood, in speakiig of the
matter yesterday, said:

“By the statutes of Idaho the com-
mon law is made the rule of decision
in all casgs not inconsistent with the
legislative laws of the United States
and of the state,

“Ar . thelcommon law when the
court or magistrate accepted an ac-
complice as a witneSs against 4 c¢o-
defendant, the law fmplied a promise
on the part of such court or magis-
trate to recommend such accomplice |
to the merciful consideration of the |
erown, provided the accomplice thus
accepted as 3 witness was stibse- |
quently convieted of the same of- |
fense.

“This right has been declared to be
a part of our judicia} system by the
upreme court of the United States
and by the supreme court of severil
tates.

“The right, however,
ymmendation for clemency depends
wpon the accomplice thus accepted
as 1 witness testifying fully and fair-
ly to the entire transaction involved,
and it is this fact that makes it nee-
essiry for the trial court to reyview
the evidence of the .accomplice be-
